As  regards  supervising  the  health  of  the  children  a full 
time  nurse  is  supplied.  A clinic  where  minor  injuries  are  dealt 
with  is  open  every  day  during  the  school  term  from  which  the  chil- 
dren are  sent  to  the  medical  officer  if  necessary. 

Early  isolation  and  closure  of  the  schools  are  the  only  avail 
able  means  of  trying  to  stop  the  spread  of  infectious  disease.  But 
whether  this  is  of  much  practical  use  is  a mite  point.

General  Housing  conditions  are  good.  There  is  a shortage  of 
houses  in  the  Borough  but  this  is  gradually  being  met  by  the  prov- 
ision of  new  houses. 

Measures  are  being  taken  by  the  Local  Authority  to  build  20 
new  houses. 

Under  the  period  reviewed  by  this  report  there  has  not  been 
a noticable  increase  in  the  population  in  the  district.

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  amply  sufficient  and  of  a 
very  good  quality.  A report  on  the  chemical  analysis  is  attached. 
The  supply  is  spring  in  origin  and  constant  and  distributed  by 
water  works.  The  whole  of  the  Eorough.  is  supplied  by  this  means 
excepting  a few  cottages  on  the  outskirts.  There  does  not  appear 
to  be  any  likelihood  of  contamination  as  the  water  remains  prac- 
tically constant  on  analysis.
